Israel stood still hefore the 
Red Sea, until they aaw the finger ol Goc 
pointing the way. It waa something the 
same in thia country. The same Power 
that directed Israel through the, Bed Sea 
directed in framing thiB Government. Our 
government is founded on tbe Golden Rule 
Nearly every principle in our lawia founder, 
on tho law of Moses. Thfl people of this 
nation are not fond af war,: tor the common 
loldier knowi that lie must do the biddint 
of those in command, without asking the 
reason. If told to destroy private properly, 
ie must do it, for conscience has nothing 
to do with rank and file. Gut yet offensive 
measures may be,consistent will the will 
of God, viben Uied in sell defence.

York. He, therefore, urgently requests 
the vestry to ac ept bis resignation, and I 
appoint his successor as soon r.j possible. 


The vestrymen were loth to part wit 


tbeir rector, and, after some conversation o 
the subject, laid his retignatioa and com 
munioatiou on the table. They were wi 
ling to grant him leave of absence for si 
months, but were disinclined te release him 
altogether. It is stated that one gentlemi 
offered $1,500, another, $1,000, and other 
smaller sums to enable the Doctar to vis 
Kurope this .Summer; but he declined Lthe 
liberal offers, preferring to disconnect him 
«elf entirely frcm the parish. As tha Eas 
ter election is near at hand, no further step 
will be taken in the matter until then 
when the corporation will have &u oppor 
tunity of indorsing or repudiating' the ac- 
tion of the veitry.—New York Tribune.
